A. APPROXIMATELY 76 PERCENT OF NIV APPLICANTS AT POST ARE 
SAUDI ARABIAN NATIONALS, MOST OF WHOM ARE GOING TO US FOR 
SOME TYPE OF TRAINING.ATTHE PRESENT TIME FRAUD IS 
VIRTUALLY UNKNOWN IN THIS GROUP. DIFFICULT AND TIME 
CONSUMING PROBLEMS HAVE AT TIMES ARISEN IN DEALING WITH 
THESE APPLICANTS CONCERNING THEIR PROPER NONIMMIGRANT 
CLASSIFICATION. IT IS NECESSARY TO PAY CLOSE ATTENTION

AMERICAN CITIZENS RESIDING IN EASTERN PROVINCE OF SAUDI 
ARABIA HAS DOUBLED WITHIN PAST TWO YEARS AND CAN BE 
EXPECTED TO RISE RAPIDLY OVER NEXT FOUR YEARS. 

MOST NEWLY ARRIVING AMERICANS ARE COMING TO SAUDI ARABIA TO 
WORK FORCOMPANIES OTHER THAN ARAB IAN- AMERICAN OIL 
COMPANY (ARAMCO). IN PAST ARAMCO ASSUMED MANY OF

B. POST IS OFTEN ASKED TO PERFORM MANY SERVICES NOT 
NORMALLY REQUESTED ELSE WHERE. AMCIT RESIDENTS CAN ONLY 
EFFECTIVELY TURN TO THEIR EMPLOYERS OR TO CONSULATE WHEN 
THEY ARE IN DIFFICULTY, AS THERE ARE NO NON-MUSLIM

C. POST IS PREDICTING SUBSTANTIAL INCREASE IN WELFARE AND

(A) SAUDI ARABIA'S EXIT VISA LAW GREATLY INCREASES AND 
COMPLICATES POST'S WORK LOAD. THIS LAW BASICALLY 
PROHIBITS FOREIGNERS FROM LEAVING COUNTRY WITHOUT 
PERMISSION FROM SPONSOR (IN ALL CASES THIS IS EITHER 
SAUDI ARABIAN NATIONAL OR COMPANY INCORPORATED IN 
SAUDI ARABIA). EVEN REMAINS OF DECEASED FOREIGNERS 
ARE NOT EXEMPT FROM THIS REQUIREMENT. POST FREQUENTLY 
IS REQUESTED TO ASSIST AMCITS WHO MUST LEAVE COUNTRY ON 
EMERGENCY BASIS AFTER REGULAR WORKING HOURS OF 
SAUDI OFFICES OR ON WEEKEND OR HOLIDAYS. FREQUENTLY 
POST CAN ONLY OBTAIN PERMISSION FOR AMCIT TO 

DEPART BY WRITING LETTER TO OR CALLING PERSONALLY ON 
PROVINCIAL GOVERNOR. SUCH PROCEDURE INVOLVES NOT 
ONLY DUTY OFFICER BUT ALSO SERVICES OF LOCAL 
INTERPRETER (LETTER MUST BE IN ARABIC). 

(B) MORE THAN JUST DEPARTURE OF CITIZENS IN EMERGENCY 
SITUATIONS IS COMPLICATED BY EXIT VISA REGULATIONS. 

THE EXISTENCE OF THESE REGULATIONS HAS CAUSED MOST 
COMPANIES OPERATING HERE TO HOLD PASSPORTS OF THEIR

INSERTS FOR AMERICAN PASSPORTS. POST IS NOTICING AN

IN CONSULAR SECTION. TWO JUNIOR POSITIONS ARE CURRENTLY 
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FILLED BY THIRD COUNTRY NATIONALS, WHO HAVE ALSO 
DISADVANTAGE OF BEING FEMALE IN SAUDIAARABIA'S MALE 
DOMINATED SOCIETY. THEY THUS CANNOT ASSIST 
CONSULAR OFFICER WHEN HE MUST MAKE CALLS ON LOCAL 
OFFICIALS OUTSIDE CONSULATE.
